•namely to build a belt "line about the 
city and permit other roads to use its 
terminals. 


The Milwaukee Traffic and Terminal 


Company, the belt line scheme/ and the 
new_'electric line,from Geneva Lake to 
Milwaukee, are also competing with the 
Milwaukee and Southwestern-for favors 
from Milwaukee citizens..

STATE ASSESSMENT IS $9,282.89 


LESS THAN LAST YEAR. 


Whole state Tax 
is $150,000 More 


This Year Than'It'Will'Be Next 
Year—Southern Counties Show the 
Largest Decrease—Sec Froelich's 
Report. 


Madison, Wis., Oct. 27.—Secretary of 


State Froehlictt has made'public the 
state tax roll for 1899 and 1900. .These 
taxes are levied the year before they are 
dated. That is, the tax for 1899 was 
levied last 
fall, and was collected last 


January, and the tax for 1900 is levied 
this fall by the state board of assessment 
and will be collected next January. 


The tax for this year is $152,000 


more than it will be next year.' 


The tax this year contains an assess- 


ment for the general fund purposes, but 
that for 1900 will contain no tax for 
that purpose, and will be confined solely 
to a levy for educational purposes and 
to pay the interest on: certificates of in- 
debtedness. These taxes will be as fol- 
lows: .State school taxes, $625,000; 
university tax, 8268,000; normal school 
tax, $190,000; high school tax, $100,- 
000; 
interest on certificates of indebted- 


ness, 8157,570.

STORAGE AT CLINTON 


MAMMOTH WAREHOUSE ERECT- 


ED BY MR. L. L. OLCS. 


Cellar Has a" Capacity of iSiooo Bush- 


els of Potatoes—A Large and Ca- 
pacious Building—Brief News Notes 
Gathered During the Week 
from 


the Rock County Village. 


Clinton, "Wis., Oct. 27—On the south 


side of West Front street, there is now 
nearly completed n structure which will 
undoubtedly stand for many years as a 
monument to the personal industry of 
one mac, L. L. Olds. The warehouse he 
is erecting is mammoth in size, being 48 
feet in width. 96 feet long and 40 feet 
high. The four Boors cover a space 
equal to almost one-half of an acre. The 
basement inclosed within the foundation 
walls is 7 feet high in the clear, floored 
with- 5 inches of solid concrete, and the 
surface smoothed 
with cement. This 


space is conveniently partitioned off into 
bins, with an alley lengthwise in the 
center. 


The cellar described has a capacity of 


15,000 bushels of potatoes; 2,000 bush- 
els are already in the bins. 
Mr. Olds' 


crop this year aggregates 5,0.00 bushels. 
He will have 10,000 bushels stored in 
this cellar before cold weather sets in. 


The first floor of the warehouse-above 


the basement is :used for packing and 
shipping purposes. 
In the northeast 


corner is fitted up a neat and roomy 
office, containing an elegant set of Fair- 
banks scales attached to the weighing 
platform and side.. Another set of large 
floor scales have been placed for use in 
the packing room. 
The third floor is 


used for storing garden seede.seed corn, 
and grains. Mr.. Olfls raises some of 
these grains, but the garden seeds are 
mainly grown for him by specialists. 


Mr. Olds grows about twelve leading 


varieties of potatoes, but, is constantly 


. experimenting with and testing many of 
the new and fancy varieties of potatoes, 
as well as some garden seeds. 


The fourth floor is devoted to the 


• storing of .empty barrels, boxes and 


crates. 
An elevator, costing 8125 runs 


from the basement to the top floor. No 
artificial heat will be needed except in 
the office and a packing room for small 
seeds at the east end. The cost of the 
warehouse when fully completed will be 
between 35,000 and $6,000.

points. The project contemplates a 
cable of four links, which with their 
distances are as follows: 
From San 


Francisco to Hawaii, 2,120 miles; from 
Hawaii to Wake island, 2,044 miles;

Death Gulclx Captures or 


Many Wild Aiiliimls. 


Death gulch is a small and gloomy 


ravine in the northeast'corner of the 
Yellowstone national park, says Ap- 
pleton's Monthly. "In this region tie 
lavas which fill the ancient basin of 
the park rest upon the flanks of moun- 
tains formed of fragmentary volcanic 
.ejecta, . . . while the 
hydrothermal 


forces of the central portion of the 
park show but feeble manifestation of 
their <nergy in the almost extinct, hot 
spring 
areas of Soda Butte, Lamar 


river, Cache creek and Miller creek." 
Although hot water no longer flows 
from these vents, "gaseous emanations 
are now given off in considerable vol- 
ume." 
"On Cache creek, about two 


miles above its confluence with Lamar; 
river, are deposits of altered and crys- 
talline travertine, with pools in the 
creek violently effervescing locally. 
T.M-S is due to the copious emission of 
gas. 
Above these deposits the creek 


cuts into a bank..of sulphur and gravel 
cemented by this material, .and a few 
yards beyond is the debouchure of a 
.mall lateral gully coming down from 
he mountain side. In its bottom is a 
:mall stream of clear and cold water, 
lour with sulphuric acid, and flowing, 
down a narrow and steep channel cut 
u beds of dark gray -volcanic tuff. As- 
cending this gulch the sides, closing 
together, become very steep slopes of 
white, decomposing rock. . . . 
The 


only springs now flowing are 'small, 
oozes of water issuing, from the base 
of these slopes or from the channel 
Jed, forming a thick, creamy, white 
deposit about the vents and covering 
;he stream bed. This deposit consists 
largely of sulphate of arumina. . . . 
About 150 feet above the main stream 
these oozing springs of. acid water 
cease, but the channel of .the gulch 
remains the same. The odor of sirl- 
phur now becomes stronger,' though 
producing no other effect tban a slight 
irritation of the lungs. 
Climbing 


through 
this trough, 
a 
frightfully 


weird and dismal place, and occupied 
by only a tiny streamlet and an ap- 
palling odor, we at length discovered 
some brown furry .masses lying scat- 
tered about the floor of the ravine 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
point where we left Cache creek. Ap- 
proaching cautiously,,it became quick- 
ly evident that we' had before us a 
large group of huge, recumbent bears. 
The one nearest to us was lying with 
his nose between his paws, facing us, 
and so exactly like a huge dog asleep 
that it did not'seem possible that it 
was the sleep of death. To make sure, 
I threw a pebble at-the animal, strik- 
ing him on the flank. The distended 
skin resounded like a drum head, and 
the only response was a belch of poi- 
sonous gas;that almost-overwhelmed 
us. 
Closer examination showed' that 


.the animal was a young 
silver 
tip 


grizzly (Ursus horribil.is).. A few drops 
of dark red blood stained his nostrils 
and -the ground beneath. There proved 
to be five other carcasses, all bears, in 
various stages of decay; careful search 
revealed oval areas of hair and bones 
that represented two other bears, mak- 
ing a total of eight carcasses in all. 


CLIMATE SHOWS FEW CHANGES

From Popular Science: 
This-subject 


is of extreme interest and merits a 
most thorough study. 
We find the 


"early" and the'"latter" rain today in 
Palestine precisely .as described .3,600 
years ago. 
"Jordan overflows all its 


•hanks" in February today exactly as it 
did in Joshua's time, thirty-three cen- 
turies ago. Plants taken from mummy 
cases in Egypt, which must have been 
•gathered more than 5,000 years since, 
are practically, of the same size and 
have the same appearance as those 
-growing today. Records of vintages in 
France over 700 years ago show prac- 
tically the same dates as today. Actual 
observations of rainfall for over 200 
years in France show no change. Ob- 
servations of temperature for almost 
200 years at St. Petersburg show no 
change appreciable to us, though, of 
course, the earliest observations were 
extremely crude -and somewhat unreli-. 
able. Facts of. this kind might be ;ad- 
diiced to fill a small .volume. On the 
.other hand, we have -records of most 
extraordinary cold weather in ancient 
time. One winter light wine in France 
froze. 
Another wintev the River Po 


froze over so as to bear teams, an un- 
heard-of phenomenon' today. 
In this 


ournal for June it is stated that "Par- 
nassus and Socrate, now free. from 
enow, were covered with it in classic 
antiquity. Also "the name Greenland, 
which strikes .us as so .singularly in- 
appropriate, was not inapplicable at 
the time it was named, in the four- 
teenth century." It" is entirely proba- 
ble that descriptions of the cold in an- 
cient times were much exaggerated. 
Parnassus and Socrate have snow at 
times, and; in earlier days, when pro- 
action against the cold and snow was 


ca less than now, a little snow 


would go a long way. . The 
earlier 


voyagers from Iceland, more ' than 
a 


thousand years ago, leaving a land of 
almost perpetual ice and snow, and. 
reaching a land in summer with its 
beautiful green color to their unac- 
customed eyes, would very naturally 
give the name o£ Greenland to it. At 
the summer time it .is said that Green- 
land 
presents 
a 
most 
beautiful 


green near the Danish settlements to 
this -day. Our oldest inhabitants, who 
have been wont to describe the terri- 
ble cold and deep shows of their boy- 
hood days ..as incomparably 
greater 


than anything which does or can oc- 
cur today, have completely lost their 
reckoning the last winter when reading 
df a shi-p that had sunk in.New,York 
harbor by the weigh,t of the ice. upon 
it; also that Washington had. had thir- 
ty-four inches of snow on a level and 
the lowest temperature ever noted -in 
that fair city. I am sure a careful 
study will show no appreciable change 
in the climate of this earth, since the 
early historic:,times. Of course nothing 
'here adduced touches climatic changes 
in glacial times or in prehistoric times, 
which changes have been established 
beyond question.

tricts of Africa affected by the legisla 
tion in force-and prospective for pro 
bibiting the killing of big game. He as 
aures me that all the laws hu operation 
fail to achieve the purpose in view in 
the localities where the natives are al- 
lowed to carry guns. In British East 
Africa, where the whites are strictly 
forbidden to shoot big game without 
authority, the natives are allowed to 
kill 
indiscriminately 
and. without 


check everything they come across. In 
Mashonaland' and Matabeleland, on the 
other hand, since the disarmament of 
the natives there has been a. percep- 
tible increase in certain species, and 
this increase'fs likely to gradually be- 
come more marked as time goes on and 
the .regulations are enforced. Antelope 
of different kinds have lately been seen

of 
Buluwayo, 


which it had been thoug'ht 'had com- 
pletely disappeared from the country, 
and there is reason to believe that in
